New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang. 

Wang (EP 0304845, 1-3-89) teach a composition of matter comprising a plurality 
of different cDNA molecules or fragments of target polynucleotides and microparticles, 
which microparticles comprise tag complements attached thereto, wherein perfectly 
matched duplexes form between the tag complements of microparticles and 
oligonucleotide tags of cDNA molecules or fragments, and whereby each microparticle 
has a plurality of identical polynucleotides attached, and different polynucleotides are 
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attached to different microparticles (see abstract, page 3, line 33-page 4, line 9, page 5, 
lines 26-36, claims 1, 3, 5 and 8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 appear free of the prior art searched and of record.
